How Officers Were Lured. 

Rogers had sworn to “get Le 
Febvre, Chief of Police Morbey and 
Magistrate Weemar. Evidently 
urged on by determination to 
venge himself on them, he came into 
touch with the officers after makinz 
a clear getaway Wednesday. He tel- 
ephoned the-North Bay police from 
a point outside the town, pretending 
to be a friend of Rogers and telling 
them where they could get the 
caped man 

Subsequent events as narrated 
Chief Morbev follow: 

“Tt was just getting dusk 
drove in front of a garage. 
was a clearing in front of the build- 
ing and the lights of the car on 
outer wall of the garage made the 
car stand out distinctly. Le Febvre 
and I had just got out of the car 
when two bullets ripped through tine 
air. Rogers was firing from behind 
a birch tree about 15 yards distant.

thereby the distinction of being the last of his 
kind. 

Miles bas another distinction. They say around 
here that‘Be was named after Gen. Nelson Miles, 
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GEORGE MILES, 


Last of the blanket Tonkawas, who is quite happy 
in that role, though he admits that he can no 
longer boss his squaw as the blanket Indians were 
wont to do. ‘‘Mebbe you got wife, too?’’ he 
said to the Post-Dispatch man, by way of ex- 
plaining the futility of striving further to make 
his wife pose for her photograph after she had 
emphatically declared, ‘‘No pitch!’’

The Tonkawas have so far surrendered to the 
customs of effete civilization thaf they live in 
houses, but it is an accomplishment in which they 
take no pride. They regard the brush shelters of 
their nomadic past as possessing points of superior- 
ity over the frame dwellings to the use of which 
they have descended, and by way of challenging 
comparison they have summer residences of poles 
and branches in their front yards; It must be ad- 
mitted that they are better ventilated than the

not help feeling a certain preference for the former. 

In the summer time the brush house is the family 
sun parlor and there the visitors are entertained, 
the bucks talking politics, perhaps, and the Indies 
chatting about fashions or whatever it is that ‘Con- 
kawa ladies chat about when they meet, and the 
children and dogs playing about. 

It is a source of sorrow to the older survivors of 
the tribe that, with dwindling numbers, the feasts 
and ceremonies of the past are no more. No lounger 
do they go apart and live in tents for their festival 
of penance in the full moon of November. Editor 
Whinery was their guest the last time they assem- 
bled as a tribe.and went through their weird cere- 
monies. ° 
They left their homes and »went into camp un the 
Chicaskia River, in a sheltered place east of thelr 
community, where a bluff formed a windbrake. 
Their tents were either simply the brush shelters 
or, for greater protection, canvases spread over 
the brances. These were clustered !{rregularly 
around a large, ugly structure with a roof of 
boughs and grass. The walls were of mud mixed 
with straw, plastered over poles stuck into the 
ground and leaning in ciseular form te the poles 
which supported the roof. The roof poles were sp 
ported by forked tree trunks stuck into the grounds 
The mud and straw, mixed in tubs by the squaws 
and spread over the boughs with their hands, were 
impervious to wind and rain, 

One of the squaws gave the formula as follows: 
‘‘Mix ’em water, mix ‘em dirt, mix ’em straw, 
Stir, stir, stir ’em like gravy. Then spread ’em on 
poles like big fly.’’ 

This ugly structure was the council house and 
dance hall. Inside, around the wall, and about 
three feet from it, was placed edgewise a piece of 
sheeting. Between this and the wall was filled 
with straw, upon which the Indians were seated 
cross-legged. This description of the dance is 
given by Whinery: 


| A Regular Tonkawa Marathon. Dance 


‘‘They formed a circle, shoulder to shoulder, 
facing the center, then slowly stepped sidewayr, 
round and round the arena, to the beating of a 
large drum, placed with one head to the ground. 
The drum-beaters, usually three, sat cross-legged 
around the drum and beat it with sticks on which 
were wrapped knobs of flannel. The beating was 
accompanied by a chant and occasionally an Indian 
would let forth an ear-splitting yell. The men and 
squaws mixed indiscriminately in the dance. They 
danced all night long. White persons were por: 
mitted to join provided they would don blankets.’’ 

The occasion for that last revival of th» tribal 
custom was that there had been a number of 
deaths and the medicine men told them it was he- 
eause the Great Spirit was angry with them for 
departing from the ways of their fathers. The 
temporary renunciation of the ways of the whito 
man, to live again as Indians should, was a sacri- 
fice to appease the Great Spirit. The sncrifice 
ended with the third full moon, on the first of 
March. 

The Tonkawas, in their natural state, were a 
nomadic tribe, comprising a distinct linguistic 
stock. They formerly roamed the plains of Toxas, 
whese their cannibalistic practices brought them 
into disrepute with other tribes and they came 
to be treated as outlaws. 

Early in thy Nineteenth Century they were re. 
ported to number between 2000 and 38000, but in 
1857, when they were settled on a reservation on 
the Upper Brazos River in Texas, their number 
was officially estimated at fewer than 1000, In 
January, 1862, they refused to join the Comanches, 
Delawares and others in an insurrection against 
the whites, and the other Indians attacked a 
party of 200 Tonkawas, killing all of them. 

In 1884 they were placed on 8 reservation in Ok- 
lahoma. For a while they made their home with 
the Iowas and other tribes. In 1988 they were 
placed on the agency east of Tonkawa, formerly 
occupied by the Nez Perce Indians, who had been 
taken back te their native haunts in Idahe:}

Mrs. Young 
shows no signs of fear, but remains silent, 
steadfastly refusing to discuss the charges that 
she figured in the escape of Clara Phillips from 
jail and exhibiting marked indifference toward 
the trend of the proceedings. Carson, however, 
has shown less fortitude than either of tho 
women and has é¢xpressed a willingness to re- 
turn to California without extradition papers 
to face a charge of arson. 

The description of Clara Phillips sent by 
the Honduras Consul at Los Angeles fits ‘“‘Mrs.

Cable to the Post-Dispatca 
LONDON, May 19.—Grounds for 
optimism concerning the trade posi- 
tion are again furnished by the latest 
returns. The volume of exports here 


is now rapidly approaching the pre- | 
war level. In some exports these | 
records have been already reached 
and passed. A glance at the figures | 
of some of the country’s most vital | 
industries will show the grounds that | 
exist for optimism. Coal exports are 
very high, due largely to the demands 
of Germany arising out of the French 
occupation of the Ruhr. The figures 
are as follows:

S THE marriage millennium at hand? 

~ Visions of a time when all the divorce law- 
yers will shut up shop and Reno will lose its 
chief attraction are cailed up by the latest 
effort to make the gentie art of being mar- 
ried an exact science. 

The Legal Aid Society of New York has just 
issued a volume of great moment entitled “‘A Deca- 
ogue for the Married.” If it doesn’t settle all do- 
mestic troubles it may at least pave the way to their 
settiemerit. The society has had many years of 
road and deep experience and has gathered thou- 
sands of reports on the causes of domestic difficul- 
ties. It has analyzed these and cogitated over them 
and now it has set to work to bring something con- 
structive out of its melting pot of experience.

OM HAZELWOOD 
got back home the 
other day. Home is 
a farm near Rood- 
house, Ill., where he 
was born and reared. 
He worked there, 
‘iving the simple life, until he en- 
listed at Jefferson Barracks in 
the regular army of the United 
States,» in July, 1917. Since 
then Private Thomas J. Hazel- 
wood has had experiences com- 
plex enough to satisfy the imag- 
inings of the wildest romanticist. 
There is a belief, held by some 
persons, that such stories don’t 
happen save in fiction. The story of Tom Hazelwood 
of Roodhouse is a part of the official records of three 
Governiments——the republic of the United States, the 
british Empire and the regime of boishevist Russia. 


Many vears ago Hamlin Garland wrote a story en- 
titled “‘The Return of the Private.’’ It had to do 
with the homecoming of a Union soldier at the close 
of the Civil War. There was poignant pathos in the 
tale. In the presemt-day story of the return of 
Private Hazelwood there are both pathos and 
tragedy. 

Tom Hazelwood is young, only 29, yet it may be 
said of him that, though he may not have lived a 
thousand lives, be has died a thousand deaths. To 
be shot down in the fierce rush of battle is to die 
one death. To die like that is simple and easy and 
merciful in comparison with the potential deaths 
suffered by Tom Hazelwood. 


To be stood up in a prison basement, facing a 
blood-spattered wall, immediately after having heard 
read to one an order for one’s execution; to hear 
the report of a firearm and to feel the sharp im- 
pact of a hot pellet against the back, and yet to sur- 
vive—that is at least very near to being a death 
of another sort. To be put on trial for life every 
day for three months, then to hear a heartless Judge 
pronounce sentence of death; to be hustled back 
to prison, tossed into a cell infested with rats and 
mice and vermin, given only enough food, and that 
of a most loathsome vileness, to hold soul and body 
together; to lie upon a dirty rag on a stone floor 
night after night, expecting every time the guard's 
heavy tramp is heard in the corridor that the execu- 
tioners are coming to carry out the death sentence; 
to be transferred from prison to prison, not know- 
ing at each transfer but that the firing squad is 


waiting around the corner; to undergo experiences. 


such as those for more than 15 months—well, if 
that isn’t dying a thousand deaths, then what would 
you? 

Tom Hazelwood underwent all those agonies, and 
more. Yet he came through alive, though by no 
means well; and he came home smiling and hope- 
ful, to greet the wife he had not seen for nearly 
four years, to renew acquaintance with the 6-year- 
old son who was but 2 when daddy went away: and 
to see for the first time the baby daughter born 
after he left home, whose given name he did not 
know until he asked Mrs. Hazelwood who’s who in 
the family. 


As to Mrs. Hazelwood and the other kin around 
Roodhaouse, for more than 15 months they never 
expected to see Tom again. He had been reported 
‘‘missing,’’ and as a member of, the American ex- 
peditionary force in Siberia that meant that his 
chances of being alive were about one in 10,000. 
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“I stood there and heard the man behind me cock his revolver. 


Very few of the soldiers in that expedition reported 
missing have turned up alive. 

Private Hazelwood was taken prisoner by the 
bolsheviks Jan. 23, 1920. On May 29, 1921, the 
Post-Dispatch carried an Associated Press dispatch 
from Riga stating that ‘Corporal Hazelwood, for- 
merly of the Siberian expedition, is imprisoned in 
Moscow and seriously affected mentally.’’ That was 
all that was published about Hazelwood at the time, 
and the first news his family had had as to his fate. 
On Aug. 5 in that year he was released, thanks to 
Herbert Hoover, who demanded release of all 
American prisoners ing Russia before releasing 
American supplies for the relief of famine suffer- 
ers in Russia. 

“They raised my rank a notch in that dispatch,”’ 
said Tom Hazelwood, when he was passing through 
St. Louis on his way home. “I was simply Private 


Hazelwood, Company C, Twenty-seventh Infantry.’ 


The returned private gave no indication of mental 
derangement, though it is not to be disputed that his 
terrible experiences were calculated to upset his 
mind. He appeared bright and snappy. Physically 
he is a small man. Roughly and almost raggedly 
clad, he showed plainly the horrible maltreatment 
he had undergone. Not many weeks out of a Brit- 
ish hospital, where he lay forea year and a half, 
slowly fighting back toward health, the young Illi- 
nois farmer said he weighed 145 pounds when he 
enlisted, and he thought he might weigh 125 now. 
This is his story, in part, as he told it to a writer’ 
for the Post-Dispatch Sunday Magazine: 

“I came down to Jefferson Barracks in July, 
1917, and enlisted for the regular army, in the 
sixteenth company of recruits. I was assigned to 
service in the Twenty-seventh Division and sent to 
France late that year. Gen. John J. O’Ryan of New 
York was my division commander. I took part in 
the fighting at Chateau-Thierry and in other en- 
gagements toward the end of the World War. I re- 
turned to America and was mustered out: went 
home and saw my folks for a while, and then, Nov.

Hazelwood then was told 
that Alexander Berkman was an anarchist who, 
about 30 years ago. shot and seriously wounded 
Henry C. Frick, Pittsburg capitalist, and served 
about 26 years in prison for the crime. 

“Berkman was deported shortly before you met 
him,”’ said the writer. “He and another rotorious 
anarchist. Emma Goldman, were packed off to Rus- 
Sia together. i ~ 

Here Tom Hazelweod’s face lighted up. “Why.” 
he said, “the Goldman woman was with him there. 
She had some business about the court and the’ 
prison. I saw her often. She could talk a blue 
streak, too.” 

“What did she talk about?”’ 

“Chiefly about the glorious soviet government. 
and how America was to be sovietized. She said she’ 
liked America well enough, and was ‘treated pretty 
fair,” but she didn’t like America’s cotton-headed 
Government. When at last I was released, she ad- 
vised me to keep my mouth shut when I got back 
to the United States. 

“*If you don’t,” she told me, ‘you'll regret it. We 
have agents all over the Upited States, and they'll do 
enough to you if you talk agaimst the bolsheviks.’ 
She said they had two special agents. named Foster 
and Ruthenberg, who were going to put over the 
new Russian idea and make the United States a bol- 
shevist country soon. ‘Then we'll all return to 
America.” said Miss Goldman.” 

Hazelwood then was informed that Charles E 
Ruthenberg. a few days ago. had been convicted af 
syndicalism in Michigan and was facing 10 years in 
prison, while William Z. Foster. his associate, had 
been tried on the same charge and acquitted after 
the jury considered his case for 35 hours. Pri- 
vate Hazelwood was more than mildly interested. 
He had not read about the Michigan svyndicalist 
cases: he had been busy trvring to back 
home 

“Alexander Berkman.’ he went on to Sty, “told 
me, when at last the soviet Judge pronounced me 
guilty of being a spy and of doing various other 
things I'd never dreamed of. that he was sorry he 
could do nothing for me. I said to Berkman: ‘You've 
lived in the United States, and you certainly know 
that a common private soldier like me has nothing 
to do with Government affairs and wouldn't come 
over to Russia to try to upset the Government here. 
This court has tried every day to get me to tell all 
about my Government and its intentions in Russia, 
and you ought to know that [ know nothing about 
such things. Yon know the United States is a good 
country—they treated you well there. didn’t they?’ 

“*Like hell they did!’ Berkman retorted. “They 
kept me in prison for 20 years. and then deported 
me.” Miss Goldman had a hard time to keep from 
laughing when Berkman said that.” 

Hazelwood said he was led back to prison after 
the death sentence was pronounced. He was not 
told when the sentence was to be carried out. For 
months and months he was in constant expectation 
of being shot any dar. 

“My cell.”” he said, “had a little round hole ina 
the door. through which the guard peeped every now 
and then. Below this was a small square trap door 
through which, when it was opened and iet down, 
they poked my food and water. They never entered 
the cell itself, and I don’t blame them. They gave 
me no soap at al!. All the cleaning that was done I 
had to do from the inside. Rats and mice scampered 
about, both night and day. and vermin crawied 
over me.” 

“What did they give you to eat?” 

“For breakfast. two teaspoons of ground coffee. 
two teaspoons of sugar. This was my supply for 
24 hours. and I had to economize with it. They 
gave me hot water and I put the ground coffee into 
it. Because of so much typhus and cholera. they 
never let us drink water until they had boiled it. 

“For dinner I had two dippers of soup—some 
kind of soup. I don't know what—-and a piece of 
meat, about the size of two fingers; don’t know 
what kind of meat it was, but it certainly wasn't 
beef. For supper I had a quarter of a pound of sour 
black bread and two dippers of Russian kassah. 
a sort of oatmeal! or grits. This was the unvaried 
fare in the Moscow prison. It turned my stomach, 
made me sick. After a few weeks | went batty 
more or less, and got so sick that they removed me 
to the prison hospital. You had to be actually sick. 
all right. before you got sent to the hospita!. 

“In the hospital I was put to bed in a big ward, 
hundreds of men there, it seemed tc me. The beds 
were but a few inches apart. A fellow in a bed 
next to mine was terribly sick one night and I gave 
him a little of my coffee. Next morning I reached 
over and shook him. but he was dead. Another man. 
a few beds away. also died that day. They died all 
around me.”’ 

Private Hazelwood said that when he got weil 
enough he was takes to another priso. «.. «en. 
with other prisoners, was put to work outside, build- 
img sewers and streets. The work, he thinks, kept

The tragedy lies 
in the success of the swindling schemes whereby 
thousands of persons, many or most of whom can 
ill afford financial loss, are taken in by the smooth 
tales of clever crooks. Yet it is by no means the 
poor and ignorant alone who bite greedily at the 
bait dangled by swindlers. Many persons who really 
ought to know better have been victims. The comic 
aspect of the matter has rise from the fact that, 
always after and sometimes “before taking,"’ such 
schemes for the easy getting of hard-earned money 
look perfectly transparent to a person of common 
sense. 


CEANS of gold! “Yes, literally, oceans 
of it! Atlantic, Pacific, and all the 
rest of the seven seas more or less full 
of gold! Gold—gold—gold. Get busy 
and go get it! 

“But the problem is,” said the Rev. 

Prescott Ford Jernegan, strictly to 

himself, “how to get the gold—how to get it out 
of the ocean, or—or’”’ 

It was back in the summer of 1896, when Mr. 
Bryan ‘was making his first run for the presidency. 
He had made his cross-of-gold speech at Chicago, 
the gold-standard campaign was on, and the Rev. 
Mr. Jernegan was beginning to unfold for the first 
time a golden dream, It seemed to be a good year 
for golden ideas. 

Jernegan was living in Connecticut then, at Mid- 
dletown. One of his neighbors and close friends 
was Charles E. Fisher. Both the men had come 
recently from Florida, where Jernegan had been 
pastor of a church and Fisher had followed a cer- 
tain profession which for the present is to be kept 
secret. There is a lot of secrecy in this true tale, 
by the way. But for the secrecy maintained, the 
astonishing events here to be related never could 
have taken place. 

Fisher, it is enough to say for the present, had 
been a floorwalker in a Brooklyn store, alternating 
that with his other and more interesting profession. 
Jernegan, before he became a preacher in Florida, 
had been a lawyer in New Jersey. That also helped 
along toward the success of Jernegan in turning his 
golden dream to material profit. 

Just to add to the preliminary mystification of 
the matter and augment the secrecy of it, let it be 
interpolated here that Fisher was two kinds of a 
floorwalker. 

Down in Florida a year or two earlier the Rev. 
Mr. Jernegan had been perusing the encyclopedia. 
His eye happened upon the highly interesting item 
that sea water contains a small quantity of gold in 
solution. Not much, just a tiny bit to the ton. about 
one grain. But then, as everybody knows, there is a 
vast quantity of sea water. The Pacific Ocean, 
composed altogether of sea water, is something like 
10,000 miles across. Even the little Atlantic is 
3000 miles wide in places. Both are very deep in 
spots. Besides, there are other oceans. Think of 
the innumerable tons of sea water and the innu- 
merable grains of gold. Little drops of water, little 
grains of gold! 

Now if only there might be found some method 
of extracting the gold, what fortune awaits the find- 
er! Jernegan began day-dreaming about it. Then, 
as he told his friends in Connecticut, that golden 
summer of 1896, he slept and dreamed out the solu- 
tion of the problem. How to precipitate the gold, 
gaiher it in receptacles, collect it in quantity to 
be melted into ingots—that ~was the golden idea re- 
alized through the Jernegah dream. The dream 
to'd him how to make a mechanical contrivance 
that would do the work. 


Jerhegan revealed his great secret to one map 
only, his friend Fisher. It being necessary to have 
a certain kind of floorwalker in putting the gold- 
getter to a test, Jernegan felt himself fortunate in 
knowing Fisher. The two alon® of all the millions 
of men‘in the.world, knew how to get the gold. But 
they were willing to let the general public have a 
run for some of the money. Nothing small—in a 
certain sense—about Jernegan and F 

Middletown is a conservative college community.

He was pining, he said, to return to his native 
land, and just to make sure that there was no ill will 
toward him he donated $75,000 to the shareholders. 

The plant at North Lubec was sold to a sardine 
canning concern. The investors in the great gold- 
getting scheme got back 36 per cent of their money, 
writing off the remaining 64 per cent to profit and 
loss.

He sprinkled the gold and silver into the box from 
a supply he took along with him. A nugget worn by 
‘“Brother’’: Jernegan as a watch charm is said to 
have been one source of the gold supply. 

- Phelan declared that he was not in on the plot 
himself, that he undertook this service merely in 
the line of his work as a private detective, that he 
was to get $500 for the night’s job, and that he 
had a mighty hard time getting the cash out of the 
Rev. Mr. Jernegan. 

Possibly the name of the Marine Salts Co. was 
suggested by the “salting” of the imaginary gold 
mine that memorable night. But that’s ifmmaterial. 
The material fact is that a portion of the too-credu- 
lous public lost more than half a million dollars and 
that Jernegan got away with something like a quar- 
ter of a million. | 

Whether Fisher got married and lived happily ever 
afterward is no‘part of the record. He seems to 
bave dived completely out of sight. Jernegan, how- 
ever, was heard from nearly eight years after his 
disappearance, when he was sued for divorce in the 
St. Louis Circuit Court. Mrs. Betsey Evelyn Jerne- 
gan alleged desertion. Her husband, she stated, had 
taken her to Europe after the episodes mentioned 
above. They remained there about a year. Mrs. 
Jernegan returned to the home of her parents in 
Massachusetts, where her husband visited her a year 
or two later and remained a few hours one night. 
She next saw him some months. later in Montreal, 
where they spent 10 days together. 

Jernegan then told his wife, according to her pe- 
tition for divorce, that he was going to the Far 
West and could not take her along. When she filed 
her suit in January, 1906, she said she had not seen 
her husband since the Montreal occasion, but she 
understood that he was teaching school in the Phil- 
ippines. The divorce was granted Dec. 5, 1906.

The 
King came up and spoke to me, shook 
hands with me, asked me how I was 
feeling. He’s a fine man, the King of 
England, and acts just like any ordi- 
nary citizen—no frills at all. 

“After my discharge from the hospi- 
tal I came across the Atlantic and was 
mustered out at Governor's Island late 
in March. The American Legion

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At Last, Science Measures the Great Star, Betel ge — 


veys. 


Observatory, under Dr. Mitchell's di- 
rection, in measuring the distances of 
600 stars is considered of great im por- 
tance, as until about 10 years ago the 
distances of not more than 100 were 
known with approximate accuracy. Dis- 
tance measurements are essential to all 


observations previously made at the 
Mount Wilson Observatory in California 
and:at other noted observatories. 
Measurement of the distances of the 
stars is made on exactly the same prin- 
ciple as is used by a surveyor to meas- 
ure the distance across a river he cannot 


astronoiaers have 
finally taken the measure 
and determined the dis- 
tance of Betelgeuse, the 
giant red star in the con- 
stellation of Orion. At a 
meeting of the National 


Academy of Sciences in Washington last 
month, Dr. S. A. Mitchell, director of 
the Leander McCormick Observatory at 
the University of Virginia, announced 
that the distance of this mighty sun 
from the earth had been calculated to 
be 175 -light years. 

With the measurements of the ap- 
parent diameter of Betelgeuse made 
about two years ago by Prof. A. A. Mich- 
elson of the University of Chicago this 
makes possible the determination of the 
actual diameter of the star. which is 
found to be 242,000.000 miles. 

A light year is the distance which 
light, traveling at a velocity of 186,000 
miles in a second, traverses in a year. 
Light takes about eight minutes to come 
from the sun. The distance of Betel- 
geuse is so vast a number of miles that 
it is best understood by reducing the 
scale of méasurement. [f the distance 
of the sun from the earth be taken as 
one inch, making the diameter of our 
solar system across the orbit of Nep- 
tune, the outermost planet. some five 
feet and a half, then the great star 
Orion would be 175 miles away. 

On the same scale the sun would be 
a mere grain of dust one-hundredth of 
an inch in diameter. while Betelgeuse 
would be somewhere between the sizes 
of a golf ball and a tennis ball. 

The announcement of the distance of 
Betelgeuse as. measured at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia was part of an an- 
nouncement by Dr. Mitchell of determi- 
nations of the distances of some 600 
stars. The distance of the giant in Orion 
corresponds exactly with the average of 
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cross, or by a range-finder to determine 
the distance of an enemy Vessel at sea. 
Everybody knows that the same thing 
looked at from varying positions of view 
bas a varying background. If a line be 
measured and the distant object viewed 
from the two ends of it and the angles 
which it makes with that “base line” 
accurately measnred, the distance may 
easily be calculated by trigonometry. 

That is the way the astronomers 
measure the distances of the stars. The 
only difficulty is getting a long enough 
base line. The biggest base line ob- 
tainable is the diameter of the earth’s 
orbit. some 186.000.0000 miles. but as 
against the vast distances of -stellar 
space this is almost too minute to use as 
a measuring rod. The variation in the 
position of Betelgeuse at the extremes 
of this distance amounts to about as 
much as that of 21 inches seen at a dis- 
tance of 4000 miles. In the case of a 
star this angle is called the “parallax.” 
These determinations are taken six 
months apart for each star, since the 
ea#th is then at opposite sides of its 
orbit.

determinations of a star’s real diameter 
and motion through space, and are of 
great value in determining the velocity 
and direction of the motion of our own 
sun, carrying with it the earth and its 
brother planets through the pathiess 
abysses of space. 

A new method for the measurement 
of distance. depending upon the velocity 
of light, has been predicated as a pos- 
sibility by Prof. Michelson. It would, 
he said, make possible the measurement 
of the distances of inaccessible pvints 
without the use of-a tape lime at any 
stage of the process. 

The new method is hoped to be a 
sequel of a most accurate redetermina- 
tion of the velocity of light which Prof. 
Michelson hopes to carry out this sum- 
mer at the Mount Wilson Observatory 
in California. The velocity is known to 
be approximately 186,500 miles a sec- 
ond, but this is not accurate enough for 
Prof. Michelson. who said that he hoped 
to get the velocity accurately to within a 
mile. 

This would be to within one part in 
186,500. If, then, the velocity of light 
were known so exactly it would be pos- 


When the Jesuits Came to St. Louis, 100 Years Ago

hem, the founder of St. Joseph’s Church, 
at Eleventh and Biddle streets, the first 
edifice in America devoted to a Ger- 
man-speaking congregation. 

Not only did Father Helias, as he al- 
ways was known to his brother members 
of the Jesuit order, build this corner- 
stone of the German Catholic Church 
in St. Louis, but he labored for years 
among the scattered settlers of the 
horth and south banks of the Missouri 
River, establishing between 1838 and 
1846 the first churches in Jefferson 
City and Cole County, churches in Moni- 
teau County, and three in Osage County. 

Only a few weeks ago there was 
brought to St. Louis University by 
Monsignor Tannrath, rector of the 
Cathedral, the early records of the 
church at Taos, Mo., where Father He- 
lias met a dramatic end. Upon one of 
these records the old Belgian priest had 
drawn a crude map, showing the 
churches built by him and the order in 
which they were established. 

This map, to the student of early 
Missouri history, is interesting not only 
for the pioneering record it contains, 
but also because of linguistic divisions 
of the settlements which dotted the wil- 
derness, as it then was, and in which 
Father Helias built his places of wor- 
ship. There were the French at Cote 
sans Dessein. largely of Canadian ex- 
traction; the Westphalian Germans of 
Osage County. whom he gathered into a 
settlement he named New Westphalia; 
the Irish at Hibernia: the Bavarians 
and Belgians at other points and the 
English-speaking at Jefferson City. 

In all, the mission field assigned to 
Father Helias covered in the beginning 
600 miles, with 18 stations, located in 
11 counties, Franklin, Gasconade, 
Osage. Cole, Moniteau and Cooper, be- 
ing those on the south of the river. 
Callaway. Boone, Howard, Warren and 
Montgomery counties on the north were 
also due for annual visits, and the mis- 
sion field gradually extended until it 
was 800 miles of primitive journeying 
to reach the 23 missions to which Fa- 
ther Helias expanded his work. 

Those readers of this article who are 
surprised at the linguistic difficulties 
which confronted Father Helias in his 
mission work in the interior of Missouri 
probably will be mot™® astonished to 
know that St. Joseph’s Church was 
founded because of the fact that when 
Father Helias arrived at St. Louis Uni- 
versity on Aug. 25, 1835, there was no 
place in the city of St. Louis, or any- 
where else in America, for that matter, 
where.a German Catholic could hear his 
native language spoken in the services. 

The English-speaking Catholics of the 
city were no better off, for French was 


only Catholic church in St. Lois at that 
time, and it was not until in the early 


the language of the old Cathedral, the’ 


| 


'40’s that the College Church, intended 
for English-speaking Catholics, was be- 
gun by the university authorities on 
Ninth street, near Washington avenue. 

Father Helias had been in St. Louis 
but a few days when he was struck by 
the discrepancy between the amount of 
German conversation heard on the 
streets, the German emigration tide to 
this point already having begun, and 
the number of Germans he saw attend- 
ing services at the Cathedral. Investi- 
gation showed that the German Cath- 
olics of St. Louis were even at that time 
a goodly flock, but without a shepherd. 

Speaking their language perfectly, 
Father Helias had no trouble in gath- 
ering many of them together, and or- 
ganizing a congregation. Fitting up a 
chapel in the university building then 
at Tenth street and Washington avenue, 
afterwards used as the law school, he 
opened, in 1837, the second Catholic 
house of worship in the metropolis of 
Missouri. It also was the first national 
church in America, by this meaning a 
church in whose services the tongue of 
some foreign nation was used, prac- 
tically coincident with the abandonment 
of French in the church service at the 
old Cathedral. 

The precedent there established has 
been followed extensively until now we 
have in St. Louis services in Spanish, 
Italian, German, Polish, Bohemian and 
other tongues, but the German church 
organized by Father Helias, now grown 
into S.. Joseph’s, at Bleventh and Bid- 
die, where Father Moeller recently cele- 
brated his golden jubilee, 
forerunner of them all, and preceded by 
several years the English-speaking 
church connected with St. Louis Uni- 
versity. 

The work done by Father Helias after 
his organization of St. Joseph’s has been 
preserved to the world in a book en- 
titled “The Founder of the Missions 
of Central Missouri,”’ by Auguste Le- 
brocquy, S. J. It tells of the last days 
of the Belgian missionary, spent alone 
at Taos, in the little stone hut near 
the stone church that had been built 
through the generosity of his aristo- 
cratic mother. 


Father Helias refused the offers of- 


an assistant, nor would he have a serv- 
ant. Three times a day he himself rang 
the bells of his little church, from time 
to time warning his people: ° 
“If you do not hear the Angelus. then 


know that something has happened to 
the old man.”’
